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Scams in the can 


Trading standards support victim of postal cons 


A WOMAN who was the victim 
of scam mailers was tricked into 
spending more than £50,000. 

She had been targeted as a ‘soft touch’ 
and inundated with scam mail from 
fraudsters around the world shelling out 
payments for various things over a 26 - 
year period. 

Measures have now been put in place 
by the royal borough’s trading standards 
team that will safeguard her from scams 
of this type in the future. And the council 
is reminding local people to be aware of 
the dangers of postal scams. 

Trading standards officers visited the 
woman as soon as they became aware of 
the situation. They found scores of mass 
marketing postal scams in her home 
including prize draws, one time offers, 
bogus inheritance claims, international 
lottery sweepstakes, clairvoyant letters 
and some charity donation letters. 

It seems that she had been placed 
on a ‘suckers list’ of people who have 
responded to scam mail in the past - and 
her details were sold to criminals all 
over the world. It resulted in her being 
inundated with all kinds of scam mail 
and telephone calls from scammers 
trying to get money. 

Over two days officers cleared the flat of 
all scam mail and the victim was given 
a ‘True Call’ machine, which helps stops 
nuisance and scam telephone calls is now 
forwarding all new unopened scam mail 
to trading standards, which has reduced 
the amount of mail she is now receiving. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment said: “It is horrifying to 
see one of our residents suffering in 
silence and being targeted by scammers 
over such a long period of time. Luckily 
as soon as the council found out about 
the situation, our trading standards 


team moved in to minimise further 
harassment and loss of money. 

“I urge all residents to report any scams 
they encounter and help us combat them. 
We are asking people to inform our 
trading standards team or the Citizens 
Advice Bureau to stop others from being 
targeted.

Scams swot team takes action 


SCAMMERS targeting 
houses in the royal borough 
were stopped in their tracks 
by a quick-thinking resident 
who called the royal 
borough's trading standards 
neighbourhood response 
team. 

The elderly resident 
was suspicious when two 
men knocked on his door 
saying his chimney needed 
repairing. Trading standards 
officers arrived in time to 
intervene, contact the police 
and stop any scam before 
the resident lost out. 

The men in their 30s 
had hi-visibility tabards 
and claimed to make an 
'assessment' that work was 
needed on the chimney to 
fix a damp problem. 

While one took the 
resident into the garden 


to look at chimney, it's 
believed the other man 
took this opportunity to 
spray water in a wardrobe 
as evidence of damp. The 
pair claimed they had a 
contract with the resident's 
neighbour and asked for 
a £4,800 cash deposit 
saying they could arrange 
a personal loan of £2,000 
when he said he did not 
have that kind of money. 

Trading standards officers 
installed a 'True Call' 
device that helps cut down 
nuisance phone calls and 
presented information 
on avoiding scams and 
the council's What Trader? 
scheme, which gives details 
on local reputable traders. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment 


said: "This story serves as a 
warning to local residents to 
be aware of potential scams 
on their doorstep. They 
can rest assured however 
that the council's Trading 
Standards team will act 
to protect them from the 
unscrupulous behaviour of 
scammers."

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Full steam ahead for new cruise terminal 


THE ROYAL Borough of Greenwich’s 
Planning Board planning board 
resolved to grant planning 
permission for a development that 
will see London’s first passenger 
cruise terminal built in the borough. 

Consent for the development was 
originally granted in 2012, after which 
the developer came forward with 
improvements to the originally consented 
scheme. There was a considerable debate 
about the revised application at the 
meeting and all opinion and evidence 
around the scheme was fully listened to 
and considered. The permission is now 
subject to referral to the Mayor of London 
and the signing of a legal agreement in 
respect of the planning obligations. A final 
decision is expected by the end of August. 

“I’d like to thank all those members of 
the public who came along to meeting 
to raise a host of important issues and 
make thoughtful contributions. I have 
the utmost respect for the views of 
everyone who attended,” said Cllr Denise 
Hyland, Leader of Royal Greenwich, 
“This application was a revision on the 
2012 proposal and we had asked to see 
improvements. I believe that we have now 
agreed a development which is better 
for local residents. The new scheme 
has much better arrangements for the 
passenger terminal. It is now completely 
self-contained; improving transport 
arrangements and reducing noise in the 
local area. 

“There is also a much larger public 


area with a viewing platform and cafe 
which will provide quality open space 
overlooking the river and funding for an 
improved river boat service.” 

Tourism is a major growth area for Royal 
Greenwich, worth £1.1 billion to the local 
economy each year and supporting 16,000 
jobs. The development is expected to 
provide a major boost to the sector. “This 
will be a landmark development bringing 
London’s first passenger cruise terminal 
to Royal Greenwich,” said Cllr Miranda 
Williams, Cabinet Member for Culture 
and Creative Industries, “It will provide a 
huge boost for tourism industry. We are 
already working with cruise operators to 
ensure that local businesses benefit from 
the increase in visitor numbers and I 
know how much our local attractions are 
looking forward to the increase in visitor 
numbers.” 

The development is also expected to revive 


and regenerate the Greenwich waterfront 
as has been the case in other cities where 
cruise terminals have been introduced. “I 
would expect this development to open up 
this whole area of Greenwich - both on the 
land and in terms of river use. This cruise 
terminal is not a commercial terminal, but 
is purpose built for passengers - allowing 
easy onward transport to the rest of the 
borough and beyond from the Peninsula. 
That, combined with the improved river 
boat service, will provide benefits to 
the whole borough and make the area 
much more attractive in terms of inward 
investment,” said Cllr Danny Thorpe, 
Cabinet Member for Regeneration and 
Transport. 

The scheme also includes residential 
development. “This will deliver much- 
needed new housing for the borough,” 
said Cllr Chris Kirby, Cabinet Member 
for Housing and HR, “The shortage of 


housing is one of the most important 
issues facing London and it’s great that 
we will see 384 additional units being 
provided. This revised development will 
now provide a total of 1154 new homes.” 

“It’s a real positive that we’re seeing 
confidence and investment like this 
in the borough which will also create 
hundreds of new jobs for local people, 
said Cllr Sizwe James, Cabinet Member 
for Business Employment and Skills, 
“The cruise industry is changing and the 
nature of jobs should see opportunities 
across the skills spectrum. We also know 
that the knock on effect in terms of jobs 
can be significant, not only in terms of 
tourism but also the influx of cruise staff 
using local businesses whilst on shore.” 

The very important issue of air quality 
was discussed at great length at the 
meeting and formed an important part of 
the discussion and deliberations. 

The impact on air quality of any new 
development will be fully monitored and 
the approval of two applications last night 
resulted in nearly half a million pounds 
being committed towards monitoring and 
improving air quality. 

“We want to provide every assurance 
that we are committed to improving air 
quality in the borough. Alongside this 
is a clear strategy to keep regenerating 
the borough, growing the local economy, 
building new homes and creating new 
jobs for residents. Developments like 
this will help achieve this aim - which 
ultimately benefits local people.” said Cllr 
Hyland.

A MONTH-LONG art 
exhibition is opening today 
(Tuesday, July 28 ) featuring 
the work of students and 
schoolchildren from Eltham. 

The schools have been 
working with Greenwich’s 
World Heritage Site, cultural 


and heritage partners and local 
artists for more than a year to 
prepare for it. 

The exhibition is being held at 
the Old Royal Naval College in 
Greenwich. The primary schools 
taking part are Greenacres,

Headteacher Rachel Waite 
said: “It’s been an amazing 
experience, and has brought 
the local community together 
with the school. It was an 
opportunity for the children to 
work with local artist Victoria 
Lance on the sculpture project 
and do some filming 
as well. Victoria came 
into the school to work 
with us, and 30 of the 
children went to her 
studio to work with 
her.”

STARTING with the A-B-C of it, 
Hawksmoor primary school will 
be leading a new literacy scheme 
teaching other schools how to 
improve their reading. 

The Thamesmead primary is one of only 
eight across the country chosen to share 
its expertise in a government literacy 
scheme. 

Announcing the details, school reform 
minister Nick Gibb explained that the 
Thamesmead school and seven others 
have each been offered £10,000 to help 
share their literacy teaching methods so 
that other schools can support children 
in mastering basic reading skills. 

Hawksmoor’s selection is the latest 
indication of how successful Greenwich 
schools are in helping children to read. 
In reading tests at age 7 (Key Stage 1), 
Greenwich schools consistently perform 
above the national average. 

Hawksmoor will initially work in 
partnership with six neighbouring 
primary schools to help them develop 
strategies to improve their phonics 
teaching. The schools selected to work 
with Hawksmoor are in Bexley and 
Medway. 

Hawksmoor’s executive Headteacher, 
Briony Brammer said: “The success 
of our methods is borne out in the 
confidence our children have in their 
reading - at all levels in the school - and 
in their enjoyment of books and stories. 
We receive tremendous support from 
parents, who recognise the important role 
that they have in helping their children 
to build confidence with their reading. 
We are delighted that the government 
has chosen us for this scheme, and hope 
that we’ll be able to offer some help to 
schools in other parts of the South-East, 
in bringing such an approach into their 
own teaching methods.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
said: “Congratulations to Hawksmoor 
in being selected to take part in this 
scheme. Like all of our primary schools, 
Hawksmoor does tremendous work in 



helping children to develop a love of 
reading - and it’s great that the school 
will be playing a role in helping spread 
that success to schools in other parts of 
the country. We have a strong tradition in 
Greenwich of supporting successful heads 
like Briony to share their expertise with 
neighbouring schools. This collaborative 
approach has helped ensure that our 
primary schools are now among the best 
performing in the whole country.”

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THE Royal Greenwich Tall Ships Festival is 
returning to Woolwich Arsenal next month 
for a myriad of maritime fun. Fifteen elegant 
tall ships will drop anchor for five days over 
the August bank holiday weekend providing a 
festival atmosphere and a huge boost to local 
business and tourism. 

Next month's visit from the tall ships is part 
of the ongoing Royal Greenwich Festivals 
programme which includes a series of 
performances, events and displays at venues 
across the borough. Visitors can admire 
the ships cruising majestically along the 
River Thames, be wowed by fireworks every 
evening after dark, and wave off the fleet from 
Greenwich on Monday August 31 as the ships 
leave in an elegant parade.

Travellers 
back home 
warned about 
malaria risks 

PEOPLE travelling to countries with 
malaria are being warned to take health 
precautions - and not to assume that 
they are immune. 

The warning from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich and local GPs who are 
urging travellers going to countries 
where malaria is present to seek advice 
from their GP, local pharmacy or from a 
specialist travel clinic. 

It comes as Public Health England 
revealed that almost 300 South-East 
London residents were notified as 
having malaria in 2014. 

Malaria is caught by being bitten by 
a mosquito infected by the malaria 
parasite. This happens in tropical 
and sub-tropical areas of the world, 
including large areas of Africa and Asia; 
Central and South America; and parts of 
the Middle East. 

Public Health England advise that the 
best way to prevent malaria is to follow 
the ABCD of malaria prevention: 

• be Aware 

• use Bite avoidance measures 

• take Chemoprophylaxis (preventive 
antimalarial tablets) 

• seek prompt Diagnosis if you develop 
a fever during or after travel.
